"~ Rallway to the Paclfic,
From the Tridume.

The opening ol new rallway roulps means
more farms to be worked, more tools to
be made, more labor to be hired, more food Lo
be bought, Every merchant, mechanio, tarmer,
and laborer has, therefore, a direat interest in
the speedy completion of tho great Pacilio
Rallway, which is to bring into market the
vast and frultiul tracts of thoe great Western
plains, with all their luxurisnt prodocts, and
in to afford apeody and safe transportation of
persons and property to (he hitherlo almost
lnncorssible mountain territories. 1t is o mat-
ter of public interest that another link In this

national chain bas been put under contract for
speedy completion. Already the Pacific Rail-
road of Missourli conveys the traveller 280
miles, from St Louis to Konsas Cliy, whenoe
the Missouri River  Ratlroad (la-uu.-ci by the
Pucific Rallroad Company for aterm of years)
will carcy hm to Fort Lewvepworth, From
Kansns City the Unton Pacite Ratlway proper
will forther convey bim 140 miles to Fort Riley
and Junction Oivy, a distance of 420 miles from
the sarting-polnt upon the Missis<sippl. Thus
from the eastern limits of New Euogland
to the very beart of Kansas, there 1sa con-
tinuous Lne of rail, with no mtervening break
whatever -an advantage whioch no other route
to the grear West can now offer,

From Junction Clty the line 1¥*to be rapidly

extended. A contract has been entered into for
tue completion of & distance of 250 miles by
Janoary 1,1868; the fron for 68 miles being alrendy
Pnrclmued, and in process of delivery. When
his contiacr i complewed, there will remain
fess than 200 miles tween the locomolive's
whistle and the shadow of the Rocky Mountains
at Denver City, It will thus be seen Ihn!{ inna
little more than one year from tols time, there
will bo a rallroad in operation for a distance ol
670 miles west from the great commercial city
of 8t. Louls,

Junction Clty, the present terminus of the
Union Pacific Eailway, ‘6 now the stardng-point
for the overland swigo and express lines fo
Denver, Salt Leke City, and Santa Fe,

A meeting was held recently at Pittsbure, at
which the contract sbove mentioned was antered
into. At that meeting, many of the léading
railroad minds ol the conntry were present, nod
expressed their determination to carry (his great
work forward with the utmost diligence, Such
men a8 Colonel Thomas A, Scott, of the Penn-
sylvania Rairoad, Thomas L, Jewett, of the
Pittsburg and Stenbenville, and Judge Haugh J.
Jewett, of the Central Ohlo, ex-Governor Den.
nison, R. M. Skoemaker, and W. H. Clement, of
Oblo, and John D, Perry, O, 8. Gre-ley, and
others of Bt. Louis, are not the men to enter
inle any unwise or lmpracticable scheme, nor,
havine entered upon any great work, to suffer
it to langnish in their hands, Mr, Shoemaker
Was at that time appoinied Chiel Engineer of
Construction on the work, and Colonel Wright
(Geperal Sherman's Chie! Encineer m the At-
Isnia campaign) holds the position of General
Buperintendent.

We bave here no space to nttem]n any estl-
male of the great results which will foliow the
completion of this railroad route from the At
lantic fo the Pacitic. By means of the overland
mail and the ra lway, so fur as completed, lot-

ters are, even now, being carried from Denver
to New York in five days—a speed never before
accomplished mor sttempted. The colerity of
movement of which this is but a sample has
caused the trans'er to this route of the great
British letter mail for China via San Francisco,

Tne preat advantage possessed by this route,
a8 we have stated above, is Lthe fact that there
is by It no woeari-ome staging between isolate 1
sections of rail, but s continuous line of rail-
road from the BEastern States to the furthest
point yet reached by the iron horse,

Indications of Danger,
From the Timea,

From one great source of peril consequent
upen the suppression of the Rabellion, the
country has escaped with an ease that reflects
honor upon the American people. The dis
bandment of the armies and the, return of hun-
dreds of thousands of soldiers to the pursuits of
peaceful hie, produced none of the difficultics
which the most hopeful considered probable,
Beyond this, denger was not apprehended.
With the Rebellion ended and the armed men
on both sides dispersed, no fears were felt as

1[? the constitutional process of restoring the
nion,

Events have not harmonized with these anticl-
pations.  Where t(rouble was feared, none
occurred. Where smooth sailing was looked
forward to. the most gerious embarrassments
have been presented, The gallant fellows who
bore the flag of the Union to victory did not,
alter ull, complete the restoration mynu:ionaf
unity. Their suppression of the Rebellion was
but u preliminary to a renewsl of the conliict in
tnother shape. ‘Where the soldiers left off, the
politicians began, And to day, after elghteen
months of nominal peace, we are without the
gusrantees of the real, enduring quiet which
the war was supposed to have secured,

If the delay and the uncertainty incident to
it concerned only the politicians, the people
geverally might safely keep ou their way, and
exerci:¢ no thought about it. Or if the delay
merely affecied Industrial and commercia! jnte-
rests, disturbivg ledger-bulances or impeding
local development, it might be submitted to as o
loss which future activity would soon over-
come, Unfortunalely, however, evils of another
character are experienced. The non-restora-
tion of the Union jeopardizes all business, and
Infuses into all enierprises more or less of the
nature of gambling.

co-operate with tiem, They proglaim u purpose
to tight rather than submit to removal; and
lawless *Boys In Grey” throughout .the State
are appealed to for succor.

The picture micht be extended al nost indeli-
nitely, Its details differ according to the |
locality, But in more instances then we care |
now to enumerate, the volcanic elements to
which we have wdveried are at work, They are
pregnant with danger, and the country anght
not to be nnmindiul o their existence and thelr
puwer.

The New Forelgn Policy of the Admin-

istration,
From the Herald,

The Administration, which has been for some
time under a cloud, we have reason to belleve
will soon emerge into the full blaze of the noon-
day sun. Experience 1s an exacting teacher,
but he is wise who accepts her lessons at any
cost. President Johnson is evidently ot this
oploion; for we think it may be proclaimed ns a
result of the late elections that he ha« resolved
upon & new departure that will bring his Ad-
ministration again into the foreground, and into
a happy accord with Congress snd puablic
opinion on the leading npational questions of
the day. Leaving the Constitutional amend-

menut for the present to take its course, we un-
cerstand that Mr. Johason bas decided without
further delay to turn over a new leat and open
a new chapter in reference to our unsettled
accounts against England and France. Indeed,
it would appear, from the numerous reports set
afluat from Wuqizlnglou on the subject, that uot
only has this new departure been resolved upon, |
but that the inltial steps towards its execution
have already been taken,

Thus i is given out that in relatien to our
claims against England on account of the late
piratical gepredations upon our commerce by
such Anglo-Rebel buceancers as the Aabama
and SMenandoah, & positive requisition has been
ssnt out 1o our minister, Mr., Adams, at London,
tobe by him laid betore Lord Sianley, her
Majesty's present Secretary of SBtate for Foreizn
Aflnirs, m a recent speech of Lord Stanley
and the latest wiews ol the London 7T¥mes on
this maiter, there i8 ground for the opinion that
to this alleged demand from our Government
there will be a satistactory response. In any
event, ooupled with the alternative of the seizure
of the Canadas and the adjoining provinces, the
demand 18 8 sure card for the Aaministration,
With the recognition and settlement of tae
claims, our Government will be vindioated and
placed in its proper attitude before the American
people and the world, so far us England and the
controversy of belligerent, neutral and insur-
rectionary rights on the high scas are concerned, |
With & flat rejection of our demand, a call fr
volunteers for a descent upon the Cunndas
would rally within a fortnieht & hundred
thousand fighting Fenlans slong the border,
and, according (0 General Sherman, slx weoks
by this process would settle (he Canadian ques-
ton. e?ir.‘u Evgland it is the concession of
some thirty milllons ol dollurs, more or less,
and the maritime rights mvolved la the dispate,
or the loss ol an empirve; wuile to our Admiunls-
tration there will be the honors and the glory of
a great triomph upon either alternative.

In regard to France and the Mexican im-
broglio the programmwe of settlement which, as
reported, the Adwministration has agreed upon,
is, first, the retirepient ol the French usurpa-
tion—troops, Emperor, bag and baggaze, and
the recognition by France of the republic as
recognizéd by the United States, Secondly, the
assumption by the United States of the debt
duc (o France from the Mexican republic; and,
thirdly, an equivalent to our Government from
said republic in the shape of acession of terri-
tory embracing the northern frontier States of
Coshuils, Chinuahun, Sonors, and the penin-
sula of Lower California, with the great gulf

Bouthern extremlsts are simllarly disaffectngd
though for different reasons.

The proceedings commenced on Monday at
Annapolis before Governor Swann, and the
gpirit of mob resistance which prevalled during
the day in Baltimore, ure of grave and painful
import. If it were a mere exbibition of loeal
lawlessness it would elill be deplorable, but
would not have the portentous look which is
given 1t by the encouragement of the radicals in
other States, The radicals of Pennsylvania, by
the ineligation of Forney, are secrotly preparing
to march in arms to Ballimore and aid the in-
surgenta in resisting the State and Federal
General Butler, so one of our cor-

rmilp-ondenla informs us, has telegraphed to the
Police Commissioners stimulating them o resist,

and otleriog to go o thewr aid at the head of

win (housand Massachuselle soldlers, who, he
says, would nﬁ with alacrity to avenge (he
Masgsuchusetts blood shed in the streets of Balti-
more on the 18th of Apri, 186L Uuless the
radicals are frying to practise upon Governur
Swaunn by empty bravado, the whole party will
side with the Balliwore mob, and dre ready to
pour out men, arms, and money 1o drench the
soil of Maryland with the blood of her own
cilizene,

In Baltimore itsell public feeling is dezeribed
as yunning us hogh as it did at any time during
the surging exc.tement in the spring ol 1861,
Mobs a1e already patrolling the streets, making
torea‘ening den.onstrations, Yesteraay they
nseniled the office ol a Democratic newspaper—
the Iranseripi—nnd tore down 1ls bulletin buard,
Al the corners ol the streets, in the liquor
salooas, n every place where knots of wen
nsscmble, thev rave, nud thresten, and gesticn-
late, and tun the rising flame ol oivil dwscord.
Governor Swaan woald lose his self-respeaot,
wonld expose himselt to the coutempt ot all
men of spirit, it he quailed beiore these efforts
at intimidation. 1t s his duty to prooceed
calmiy with an imypartial investieation of the
chaiers against the Commissioners, neither
ullowing himsell to be prejudiced against them
by the vioience of their abettors, nor weakly
condoring thew offense if rthe evidence esiub-
hskes their gmlt :

Thus far, Governor Swann s clearly acting in
Bumunnce of the Ilnw, ani the radicals arc

réving and deiying {t. Swvorn charges have
been made, and the Governor cannot, il he
would, reiuse to examine them, Toe Commis-
fioners dace not face the acousation, and so
they deny the Governor's jurisdiotion., Hon.
Reverdy Johnson, the leader of the Maryland
bar, and perhaps the ablesy lawyer in the coun-
try, gives a written oplnion showing that this
denial ol jurisdiction is absurd. No (air minded
man ol good intelligence can read his opinion
without considering 1t as entirely con-
clusive, To be sure, he does not prove
the guilt of the Commissioners;: that depends on
evidence yet Lo be produced. But he doss
prove, by arguments which cannot be succeas-
lully controverted, that the law would nake
the Legislature the judge of their guill, it the
Legislature were in session, aud that tho Goy-
ernor, in the recess of the Legislature, has pre-
cisely the same powers. Tiat the Police Coun-
miesioners choose to dispute a position so elear,
produces an impression slike uufavorable o
their cundor and their innocence. They have
deliberately determined to plunge the State in
the borrors of civil war rather than submit to
o trial by an ofticer expressly clothed by the
law with authority to rcmove them for mis-
conduet,
